FORT WORTH, Tex., July 19.— 
The First Baptist Church is in pos- 
session of evidence that there was 
a “diabolical conspiracy to kill the 
pastor of the church,” declares a 
brief statement issued late today by 
J. J. Mickle, a member of the 


church and of the staff of the 
Searchlight. 

The Rev. J: Frank Norris, the 
pastor, shot and killed D. E. Chipps, 
wealthy lumberman, in the pastor's 
study Saturday. 

After giving the statement, Mick- 
le, whe described himself as a 
former United States Secret Service 
and newspaper man, intimated that 
there were three principals in the 
alleged conspiracy. 

“They scarificed the best man of 
the three,”’ he declared. 

“You mean Chipps?” 
asked. 

“Yes,’’ said Mickle, and declined 
to say any more. 

Dr. Norris refused to discuss the 
conspiracy charge, although he is 
editor of the Seachlight. 

Dr. Norris preached yesterday

HEAVY STORM DAMAGE IN CHINA 


Many Natives Killed at Hong Kong 
and Kowloon. 
By the Associated Preets 


ONG KONG, July 19.—Low ly- 
ing thoroughfares of this city and 
island and of Kowloon, on the 
mainland, were flooded early to- 
day as a result of one of the most 
terrific rain and thunderstorms 
that ever visited. this vicinity. 
Numerous Chinese are dead, con- 
siderable property damage was 
done by water, Jightning and land- 
slides, and tranpway service in 
some sections was suspended for 
a time. 

There was no damage to the 
harbor or to the liners arriving 
here. Several Chinese were killed 
by lightning. Five Chinese were 
killed when a large boulder, 
washed loose, rushed down a hili- 
side and tore down a pumping 
station. Lightning struck a crack- 
er factory in Kowloon and caused 
an explosion. The extent of the 
damage could not be ascertained.

“Nothing doing,’ he translated. 
“She says you can only buy one 
drink at a time here. If you want 
more you'd better go to a first-class 
restaurant; where you can have 
three.”’ 

In other words, the quantity of 
liquor which one is __ entitled to 
purchase at one time in a restau- 
rant varies from 5 to 15 centiliters. 
The former quantity represents one 
small glags. The first-class restau- 
rants, however, do not always stick 
strictly to the letter of the law. In 
a Scotchman 
consume two highballs with his 
dinner and three glasses of liqueur 
brandy afterward, and there was 
no hint on the part of the waiter 
that the limit had been reached. 

Denics It Is Class Legislation. 

All of these various restrictions 
came to “seem, as one investigated 
them, more and more to have the 
nature of-class legislation. Why 
should the first-class restaurants te 
permitted to serve three times us 
much as the third -class? Why 
should some people be allowed by 
their motboks to purchase four 
quarts of whisky a month and 
others only one, or none at all? And 
why four quarts a month, anyhow? 

Some of these questions I put to 
Dr. Ivan Bratt, originator of the 
Swedish liquor controlh system. 

“It may seem arbitrary, but in 
reality it isn’t,” he replied. ‘You 
have seen the questionnaires which 
to 
sign. They give a more or less 
complete ‘social photograph’ of the 
applicant. You would be surprised 
how many of them indicate almost 
automatically the amount a man 
should be allowed to have.”’ 

“But who regulates 
amount?” I asked. 

“The local System companies. 
There is first of all, an appeal to 
Office of the Stock- 
holm monopoly. If a man feels 
himself aggrieved—feels that he 
hasn’t been granted enough liquor 
—he can come and talk it over 
with us. He meets an official ina 
private room, and they discuss the 
matter quite by themselves. And 
if he still has a grievance he can 
take it to the Royal Board of Con- 
trol. There is no further appeal. 
But I may tell you that only avery 
few people ever appeal to this 
board, and in still fewer cases is 
their appeal allowed.” 

“And who fixed the four liter 
limit ?”’ 

‘“‘Well, we had to have some defi- 
nite limit to work upon. Four 
liters a month is a bottle a week— 
surely enough spirits for any nor- 
mal man.” : 

Dr. Bratt went on to explain 
that four liters a month is the 
maximum purchase allowed by the 
motboks. Usually this is deemed 
sufficient for an entire family. A 
grown-up son may sometimes get 
permission to buy a smaller 
quantity of spirits than the maxi- 
mum for his own use; but mot- 
boks are seldom issued to any one 
under 25. A married woman has 
a right to a motbok, but in prac- 
tice she is seldom given,one if her 
husband already holds one. 

Buying for a Celebration. 

“The System is not ironclad,” 
Dr. Bratt pointed out. ‘For in- 
stance, if you want to hold a fam- 
ily celebration vou can make a spe- 
cial application for an extra allow- 
ance. If you have a big house and 
entertain you are not necessarily 
limited to your four liters a month. 
The probability is that you as host 
will actually consume less than 
your individual allowance. On the 
other hand, no matter hew sober 
you may be it may be that your 
fncome is not sufficient to stand 
your purchase of four liters a 
month. In that case you are lim- 
ited to less. 

“So far as the restaurants are 
concerned, we feel in Sweden that 
people who can pay eighg or 10 
crowns for a meal in all probabil- 
ity are more accustomed to alcohol 
than those who must patronize the 
cheaper places. But even the 
higher-class restaurants must buy 
from the System, which can cut 
off their supplies if they abuse 
their privileges. 

“Moreover, it isn't to the inter- 
est of the restaurant keeper to 
boom the sale of spirits. He 1s 
rationed. just like the 
consumer, and for all that he sells

Learned societies of 19 nations, 
including Germany, Russia and 
Austria as well as the principal 
allied countries, are backing the 
committee. Contractc disrupted 
in 1914 by the World War will be 
resumed and international con- 
gresses held every five years. . 

The formation of the interna- 
tional committee is the outgrowth 
of a movement started in 1923 by 
the American delegates to a con- 
ference of historians in Brussels. 
The Laura Spelman Rockefeller 
Memorial has contributed $25,000 
to the committee for #ts work, and 
means by which it may be, perma- 
nently financed are being consid- 
ered by its treasurer, Waldo G. 
Leland, executive secretary of the 
American Council of Learned So- 
cieties.

He was 
among those banished when Pan- 
galos carried out his coup d’etat 
in 1925, and set himself up as Pre- 
mier and @ictator. When elected 
President of Greece early in the 
present year, Pangalos permitted 
the exiles to return. 

Since then there have been ru- 
mors of various plots, conspiracies 
and even open revoit. 

For some time Pangalos has 
been searching for some statesman 
capable of forming a new minis- 
try. He has now finally chosen 
Athanassios Eutaxis, former Minis- 
ter of Finance. 

Several other statesmen, among 
them Gen. Paraskevopoulos and 
M. Zavitsanos, previously had de- 
clined to form cabinets. 


Republican Greece has been in 
the throes of political upheavals 
ever since the Hellenes voted to 
dispense with royalty in March, 
1924. These upheavals appeared in 
various forms—cabinet crises, 
plots, conspiracies and even open 
revolt. 

Kafamdaris was Premier of 
Greece just before that country be- 
came a republic, and Papanasta- 
sion assumed power as finst Fre- 
mier of republican Greece.

for Speeding and 


Insuring Justice. 


Most of the 20 proposals of the | 
National Crime Commission, for re- 


form in the code of criminal pro- 
cedure, would require a change in 
the iaws in the State of Missouri. 
The reform proposals were printed 
in full in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, 
forming the report of the Nation- 
al Crime Commission sub-commit- 
tee, headed by Chancellor Herbert 
S. Hadley of Washington Univer- 
sity, and were presented at the 
meeting of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation In Denver. 

The proposals, as published, were 
accompanied by statements of the 
sub-committee, which related to 
conditions in most of the states. 
Following is a list of the proposals 
in outline, with their relation to 
present law or custom in the crim- 
inal courts of Missouri: 

Bar Proposals vs. Missouri Law. 

1. Immediate public hearing be- 
fore a magistrate for every person 
arrested on a felony charge. 

Missouri has no such system. Aft- 
er an information is issued, the 
prisoner may have a preliminary 
hearing. Up to that time, If con- 
fined, he is subject to. police ques- 
tioning. 

/ 2. Elimination of verbiag3 
indictments. 

Indictments in Missouri courts 
are drawn in archaic and verbose 
form, and omission of a word or 
phrase has sometimes been held to 
invalidate an indictment. 

3. Strict requirements of bonds- 
men, with speedly collection in case 
of forfeiture. 

The proposals go beyond. the 
Missouri system of handling bond 
matters. In this State, g forfeiture 
goes over at least to the next term 
of court. 

No Paid Public Defender. 

4. State to employ a Public De- 
fender, or to pay lawyers to de- 
fend those unable to hire coun- 
sel. 

Counsel for needy defendants 
serve free of charge in Missouri 
courts, and are usually young law- 
yers seeking experience. 

5. Same right for State as for 
defense to disqualify trial judge 
for prejudice. 

This now exists in Missouri. . 

6. Juror who has formed opin- 
ion, from reading of case, not to 
be disqualified if trial judge thinks 
him capable of giving impartial 
verdict. 

This depeuds on judges, in courts 
of this state. Some judges over- 
rule challenges of jurors who, 
though having formed opinion, de- 
Clare it will not influence their 
verdict. 

7. State and defense to have same 
number of jury challenges. 

Defense has more challenges

Arthur Nash of Cincinnati, é 
known as “Golden Rule’ Nash be- 
cause of his unusual methods in 


building up a national 
business employing 6000 men and 
women, was in St. Louis today to 
lecture his locak salesmen, in @ 
meeting at North Side Y. M. Cis 
on how to apply the Golden Rule 


in business. 

A well-dressed, jovial man with 
heavy white hair, Nash emphatical- 
ly insisted that the Golden Rule 
freely applied would correct most 
of the world’s ill. “The Golden 
Rule is a natural law as inviolable 
as the law of gravity,” he declared. 
With him came Dr. J. B. Ascham, 
former Cincinnati pastor, who was 
retained by Nash to spend. $120,000 
in introducing the Golden Rule in 
Turkey. 

“I chose the clothing business 
because it is the hardest business 
on earth in which to apply the 
Golden Rule,” said Nash. “I chose 
Turkey because there is no coun- 
try on earth that knows less of the 
Golden Rule.” 

Nash has demonstrated his faith 
in his philosophy. Not long ago 
he asserted he would refuse to be- 
come a millionaire and when a 
$0,000 stock dividend threatened 
him he distributed the shares 
among his employes. A year ago 
he sent Dr. Ascham to Constanti- 
nople with a gift of $120,000 to the 
Turk-Ojak, a subsidized organiza- 
tion for encouraging home-life, and 
there were no strings tied to the 
gift. 

“To prove that the Golden Rule 
works in Turkey,’’ said Dr. Asch- 
man today, “the President of the 
Turk-Ojak invited me to become 
educational director of the organ- 
ization.
